According to estimates recently pub- 
liohed in The Calgary New*, there U 
enough soft cool In the four we*tern 
province* of Conodo to supply the 
world for o couple of centuneo. Tho 
mine* of Saskatchewan, Alberto end 
British Columbio hove scorcely been 
topped os yet. end hov* produoed o 
total in one yeor of around 0.000,000 
tons, with o volue of over t9b.000.000. 

The Alberto ond Saskatchewan cool* 
fields—which ore having o big devel¬ 
opment—it is sold, con supply the 
demand of the prairie provinces for 
centuries to come. The cool is of o 
very good grade and is equally ser¬ 
viceable for steam purpooe* ond house¬ 
hold beating. Steps have also been 
taken to generate cheap electrical 
power by establishing power plants 
at ths mouths ol good mines. Pro¬ 
motion of this kind hss been more or 
less delayed on account of the finan¬ 
cial situation caused by the European 
war; but there is no doubt that in the 
future the power question of the 
prairie provinces will be largely set¬ 
tled by the inexhaustible supply of 
coal available in these provinces. The 
Dominion Geological Survey has esti¬ 
mated that the coal beds of these 
provinces with Eastern British Colum¬ 
bia. contain a total of 148.400.000.000 
tons, covering an area of 22.506 square 
miles.

Occupies First Place in Extent of 
Timber Resources 

Russia now occupies first place 
among the nations of ths world in 
the extent of its timber resource*, th* 
value and quality of two-thirds of 
which are practically unknown. The 
total area of tho Empire io about one- 
seventh of the land surface of tho 

{ lobe, and 30 per cent, of it ia under 
orests. Those in European Russia 
cover an area of 474.000.000 acres; in 
Finland. 50,000,000 acres; in Poland. 
6.700,000 acres; and in the Caucasus. 
18.600,000 acres—a total of Ml).*00.000 
acres exclusive of 8tberia. 

In the Ural Provinces forests covet 
70 per cent of the area, in the northern 

f irovince* 68 per cent., and in the four 
ake n rovinces 67 per cent. It is esti¬ 
mated that in Western 8iberis alone 
there are 465.000.000 acres of virgin 
forests. and Eastern Siberia, while 
not so richly endowed, has sufficient 
timber to supply the world’s demand 
for years to come. 

The principle timber lands of East¬ 
ern Siberia are in th* valleys of tho 
Amur River system, which cover an 
area of about 2 . 000.000 square miles. 
Of this area, only about 400.000 miles 
is considered kvailable for timbering 
but according to local calculations, 
allowing forty-five merchantable trees 
to the acre this would give some II.- 
590,000.000 trees. As the time required 
these trees to mature is placed at 106 
years, 113.900.000 trees could be col 
per annum without diminishing the 
forests, with proper reforestation 
methods. The Russian forestry de¬ 
partment placet the total timber land 
ns at 810.000.000 a ert a, of which 
two-thirds can be successfully placed 
on the market.

Tha Dominion Government Estimate 
of Land In Wheat Leas Than

A bulletin issued by the census and 
statistics office gives the usual pre¬ 
liminary estimate of the areas sown 
to grain crops and the condition of 
these crops as reported by corres¬ 
pondents on May 31. The reports 
show that th# spring this year is 
late, and that heavy rains throughout 
the Dominion hav# in many plarra 
made it difficult to work the land. 
In Eastern Canada seeding at the end 
oLAlay was considerably behind hand 
According to the preliminary esti¬ 
mate* of correspondent#, made in 
many instances before the completion 
of seeding, wheat in Canada this year 
will occupy a total area of ll.49I.6nfl 
acres. This is 1.494.800 acres, or ll.fi 

G r cent., below the high record of 
it year, when 12.tlA6.sU0 acres were 
harvested, but 1.197.700 acres, or 11.6 
per cent., above the harvested area 
of 1914. which was 10.2tt.tmn acres. 
The area to be harvested of fall wheat 
for 1916 ia 1.042.200 acres, leaving the 
area estimated to be sown to spring 
wheat as 10.449.400 acre*. In the three 
northwest provinces the area sown to 
wheat la estimated at 10.471.200 acres 
as compared with 11.744.700 acres, the 
arcs of 1915. and with 9.335.400 acres, 
the harvested wheat area in the north¬ 
west provinces for |014. In Manitoba 
the area sown to wheat for 19ld is 
placed at 2.004.400 acres, as compared 
with 3..142.900 acres last year; in Sas¬ 
katchewan it is 6.9*0.100 acres. #« 
against 6.91*100 acres, and in Alberta 
1.677.700 acres, as against 1,663,700 
acres. 

It is estimated that the area de- 
to oats for 1916 is 10.499.500 
acres, as compared with 11.165 000 
acres In 1915. This is a diminuation 
of 866.500 acres, or 7 6 per cent., as 
compared with last year, hut an in¬ 
crease of 438.000 acre* or 4 3 per cent., 
as compared with 10.061.800 acre#, the 
area harvested in 1914 The area town 
to barley i* estimated at 1,317,600 
acres, as against 1.509.350 acres a year 
ago. the areas sown to other grain 
crops being as follows: 

Rye, 109.000 acres against 112.300 
acres; peas. 139.200 acre# against 196.- 
Trainaf 210 acres; mixed gram*. .196.000 acres 
agninst 466.900 acres. The acreage

Suffer Most Just 
Before the Battle 

Mixture of Fear, Doubt and Expect¬ 
ancy Proves Unnerving te Many 

The following interesting article, 
giving physchological study of a bat¬ 
tle. was written by a German school 
teacher, who since has been killed 
on the west front. The article, which 
appears in the German papers, haa 
caused considerable comment: 

“To describe the sensations, the 
•notions and th. feelings 

of the soul of a soldier in battle is an 
unusually intereating but difficult 
task. While the battle is raging a 
soldier is beset and agitated by thous¬ 
ands of thougbfcrthat flash like light¬ 
ning through his braifrnbut it ia only 
during the remarkabjji calm that 
cornea after a bafctte-that he ia enabled 
to analyse them. As I have partici¬ 
pated in thirtv-eix engagements and 
battles, both omthe eastern and west¬ 
ern fronts. 1 have been in a position 
to make many otgaTvations and have 
made a study of the aoul of the sol¬ 
dier. It la a gteat subject for the 
phyachologist atm one that opens a 
mine of valuable inform alien. 

“The troops receive orders at night 
to prepare for a charge the next morn¬ 
ing. The first thought is. is this real? 
Somehow, it seems like a dream. It 
ia the same thought that stirs the soul 
in any great event in life, be it one 
of joy or one of sorrow. It does not 
seem real. 

“However, when the soldier does 
realise that it is no nightmare, he be¬ 
gins to think of the likelihood of death 
claiming him in that battle. A strange, 
indescribable fear begins to agitat# 
the aoul. The awful thought pesters 
him that hft will go to hia death and 
leave home and loved ones and every¬ 
thing that la dear in a moment of 
time. He ponders over the subject of 
immortality and wonders if death 
comes whether it will mean eternal 
darkness and annihilation. 

“To one who ia in the prime o( life, 
who haa everything to live for, hell 
itself cannot offer torture to equal the 
terrorising doubts that assail the sou) 
in Uioae dreadful momenta before a 
battle. 

“Then, too. the thoughts come that 
we have not made the moat of life; 
that there ia so much which wa would 
still like to do; that if only given the 
opportunity how different we would 
shape our life in the future. 

“All night long the troops move to 
the front, and all night long we think 
of God and the uncertainty that lies 
directly before ua. 

“Morning comet. It ia a most beau¬ 
tiful morning; the sun shining warm 
and bright. The notes of a German 
song are wafted on the still air. It 
la a song of the Fatherland and all 
join in the chorus. It ia then that 
we forget all our doubts and fears. 
A new life seems to be bom within 
ua. All fear haa vanished and we are 
ready to go down to the gates of death 
unafraid. 

“And then the battle. The bulleta 
began to whistle. In those first mo¬ 
menta every soldier naturally looks 
fox some sheltered place for protec¬ 
tion. Nevertheless, the soul ia remark¬ 
ably calm. Though comrades are fall¬ 
ing on all aides we never for a mo¬ 
ment think of being hit by a bullet 
ourselves. We keep on running, run¬ 
ning toward the enemy. All feeling, 
all thought, all emotion, all sensation 
is obliterated. In the crash and thun¬ 
der of artillery we go on, fearing noth- 
ing. Occasionally we hear a voice ut¬ 
tering a curse or a threat, due to hate 
against the enemy, bom anew in the 
thick of battle. That feeling of hate 
becomes uppermost. We are seized 
with a frenzy of rage, and our one 
thought ia to meet the enemy face to 
face and annihilate him. As this 
hate ia mingled with a certain feeling 
of patriotism and love for the Father¬ 
land. the lust of battle ia developed 
in such a manner as te quiet our 
nerves and forget all about danger and 
death. 

The battle has been fought and 
won. The soul experiences an indes¬ 
cribable peace, but whan we begin to 
aee our hroken ranks and make count 
of our fallen comrades painful sensa¬ 
tions follow. Then only do we realise 
what danger we so callously faced, 
and a wave of thoughtfulness warms 
our blood and body. 

“The feelings and sensations on 
emerging from a battle are like those 
of convalescence from a serious Ill¬ 
ness Th# tired soul longs for peace 
and rest, and the soldier falls into a 
deep, sound, dreamless sleep, in which 
all the fear and stress and storm of the 
time are forgotten.*'

Tribute to Late 
Earl Kitchener 


• Praised for Hia Qraat Work as an 
Empire Builder 

At a New York theatre the other 
day the film “Britain Prepared" was 
being shown. The face of the late 
Karl kitchener was flash.d on the 
screen. The orchestra began the 
strain# of "Nearer. My God, to The# ** 
The audience rose, m utter silence, 
and stood while the verse was played. 

A tribute, such as that, completely 
spontaneous, by people of another 
nation ia remarkable. It ia evidence 
that his personality left a mark upon 
the world. 

It is noticeable, in all the American 
tributes paid to Kitchener, by Theo¬ 
dore K6o»eveit. Gen. Leonard Wood 
former Ambassador Choate, and manFf 
others, that it was Kitchener’s work I 
in Empire-building that chiefly com¬ 
manded their admiration. Kitchener’s 
share of the “white man'a burden” in 
Egypt. Africa and India is the out 
standing note in their tributes. 

Another notable tribute was paid 
Kitcherfer in the parliament of United 
South Africa, where the members 
stood in silence while Premier Botha, 
in a f-w words expressing great admir¬ 
ation and respect for the man who a 
km years ago was the leader of th* 
British armitf* in the conquest 'ol 
South Africa, moved the adjournment 
of tho House. U will be remembered 
that immediately after peace was 
signed at Pretoria, Kitchener sent a 
message to Uie Boers expressing hia 
admiration for their gallantry and 
bravery in the long war. 

The Chicago Dally News, in an ap¬ 
preciative article, on the day of hi# 
death, recalled an interview Kitch¬ 
ener gave while in Chicago some years 
ago. In this Kitchener expressed the 
view that the want of food and the 
necessity of importing it was the 
chief factor In making war. The na¬ 
tion which had not sufficient supplies 
of food of Its own, he pointed out. 
was continually gazing with envious 
eyes upon the nations which had As 
a lover of peare, ( he said, he had 
noticed with great pleasure the vast 
field^ of gTain in the middle west, and 
took equal pleasure from the fact that 
serosa the boundary, in Canada, there 
were possibilities of equally great 
production of foodstuffs. 

Roosevelt's tribute 1 # worth quot¬ 
ing: 

"Six years ago I passed through 
the Soudan and was more deeply im¬ 
pressed than I can well expr 
the extraordinary benefits secured te 
the native# of th# country by Lord 
Kitchener’s conquest and the admin¬ 
istration of himself and of hia lieuteo 
ant and successor. Gen. Wingate 

"He rescued it from a condition of 
chronic slaughter *nd rapine, under 
which the population diminished by 
considerably more than half, and of 
the younger children over nine-tenths 
died of disease or starvation. The 
result of the conquest was to establish 
absolute peace and justice under the 
orderly reign of law. 

“Industry flourished amazingly, 
slavery and the oppression of weaker 
tribe# were compleh ly abolished, 
schools were established everywhere 
and the Soudan entered upon a career 
of peace, prosperity and justice, which 
it nos never before known in its 
history.*'—Regina Province. 

Tha Australian Premier 

The indomitable Labor prime minis¬ 
ter of Australia haa certain qualities 
which are rare in British public life. 
He haa courage; he haa firinnesa. he 
haa el»»quence.

A iccent list includes newspapers 
toilet articles, mirrors. pipes, tobacco, 
aocka, soft boots, canvas shoes, pens, 
books, sweaters, khaki shirts, und. r 
wear, flowers, inoutli organs, playing 
cards and candies. 

“Comfort bags." aa these parcels 
have become known, have achieved 
mk faun- among the soldiers as to 
cause some times an embarrassing de¬ 
mand. Most of the articles thus sent 
out come in generous measure from 
rmncM* in Canada. 
Other* are purclinjM d with money 
which comes here as thanks offering 
or marked especially to be devoted to 
provision of comforts. This takes no 
account of the huge numbers of news¬ 
papers sent to Canadian troops, which 
are forwarded with unstinted liberal¬ 
ity from all parts of Canada. There i 
juat now. however, a shortage of 
papers from Nova Scotia, New Bruns¬ 
wick and Kingston. 

A protest has just come in from 
some men against a present of chew¬ 
ing gum which, they found, although 
it came from Canada, had born made 
in Germany. The recipient# got rid 
of it and now sigh for the real Cana¬ 
dian article.

Publishers and Prices 

Cost ef Papsr and Malarial Makat 
Higher Prices Necessary 

Although everyone ia ready to ad¬ 
mit that the cost of living has materi¬ 
ally increased during the last fifteen 
or twenty years, some publishers 
complain that many of their subscri¬ 
bers cannot understand why rates 
should b ol increased and business men 
are asktex why price# of job work 
should/tieadvanced. 

Th«4)d*sent critical condition in the 
paper inkrk.t and the increase in the 
price wr ink and practically all kinds 
of printing material due to the war 
in Europe ia cutting heavily into the 
profits of publishers, ana higher 
prices must be secured if they would 
make end* meet 

One day last week a man come to 
open up a subscription When he 
found the price te be 91 69 he said 
"I hnve never paid more than a dol 
lar, and if you won’t take that you 
can go without." We did. About the 
same time a business man called to 
order printing stationery. He was 
told that increased price# of paper 
would make the difference of about 
ten per cent. “Don't want it." he 
said, “ironically, “that is a pure hold- 
up." He ha<l te have the paper, and 
paid over a dollar extra te get it from 
a printer mall order house. The first 
of the week we ordered a special color 
of ink that last fall wsa priced nt 
93 90 a pound. It costa us now 94 59 
a pound. We bought a lot of special 
enamel paper this week that a month 
■go cost 97 50 per hundred pounds 
Now we pay 919.00 per hundred 
pounds. Letter Paper, envelopes and 
printer's stock na?e increased from 
twenty to thirty-five per cent. Prices 
on nearly everything has increased, 
and no one nueslions the higher 
price made by the merchant, the law- 
yer, the doctor, and the Uooring man. 
But the fact that the printer gj n 
newspaper asks ttventy-five rente a 
year more, or ten per oent. advance in 
work In which tha material alone ia 
increased one-third or one-half, ia 
called a “hold up." 

Unless you can make a fair profit 
on your work, why wear out your 
machinery and material besides tiring 
yourself? Spring la here, and the 
fishing will soon be good I,et the 
other fellow take the work if there ia 
no money te he made, for eooner or 
later he will be out of the field of 
competition unless he sees the error 
of hi# ways —Exchange. 

Great Prosperity In Archangel 

Advices received from Archangel tell 
of the greatest prosperly in the his¬ 
tory of that Russian city. 

Since the beginning of the war exten- 
tive improvements have b*-en made in 
the harbor and on this work hundreds 
of workmen were employed. The piers 
are congested with freight—ammuni¬ 
tion supplies, food supplies, building 
material, lumber, etc., and every avail¬ 
able able bodied muo haa been em¬ 
ployed to handle it. 

From 40.000 inhabitant# which the 
city had a year ago. there now are 
over a hundred thousand. The coffee 
houses, concert halls, reslauranta and 
hotels are crowded from morning un¬ 
til night, and everywhere there Is a 
thriving business. The great question 
now agitating the city is wnere to get 
men to do all the work. For unskilled 
workingmen ten rubles a day are otter¬ 
ed and for skilled workingmen twenty 
rubles a day. On the other hand, food 
prices have increased beyond the re¬ 
cord mark. For a considerable time 
the inhabitants lived on fish entirely, 
and bread, sugar and coffee were dis¬ 
pensed with.

The speech of Dr. Karl Liebnecht, 
German Socialist leader, made in 
Berlin on May J, in which he made 
a severe attack on the government, 
led to hia arrest, a despatch said. 
Dr. l*ribnecht ia te be tried by court 
martial for high treason. 

A copy of the speech, aucensnred, 
reached New York by mail and la in 
fart aa follows: 

“Some years ago a witty Socialist 
has observed that in Prussia we Gor¬ 
mans have three great rights, which 
are: We can be soldiers, we can psy 
taxes, and we can keep our mouth# 
shut In those days this observation 
le teo true. Today we are sharing 
these three great Prussian State pri¬ 
vileges in full. Every German citi¬ 
zen ia given the full privilege to 
carry a rule in any manner. Even the 
Hoy Scout has h«>en incited to piny 
the ndirulous role of soldier Tin y 
hav# thus planted the spirit of hate 
| deep in hi# youthful soul. Meanwhile 
the old landMurtuor fs forced to per¬ 
form forced labor in invaded coun¬ 
tries, in spite of the fact that ( under 
the laws of the imperial constitution 
' he cannot be called out for any «tl». r 
nur|*oM> than for the defence of the 
fatherland. 

“Aa for the second privilege—the 
right te pay taxes—in this respect 
the German citiaen is, up te the pres¬ 
ent time, far ahead of his brothers 
in foreign lands whom he is engngid 
in exterminating. And yet more 
privileges of this kind are awaiting 
him in the days to come—after th# 
end of the war. The high taxes 
which tho German people have so 
far paid are insignificant compared 
to the great burdens which he must 
carry alt. r th* war. and for which 
his masters are daily preparing him 
willi such touching delicgry of patri¬ 
otic sentiment through the medium of 
the official press. 

“The new Germany has the on- 

C stionable right to maul halten 
Id mg his tongur). Recently our 
official press has been flooded by au¬ 
thoritative and pharsisaic exhortation# 
to soldiers' wives that they must, for 
God's aake. not complain so much 
about the scarcity of food. Knf your 
mouth shut tight when hungry, keep 
your mouth shut when your children 
are hungry, keep your mouth shut 
when your children want milk, keep 
your mouth shut when your children 
cry for bread, keep your mouth shut 
and write no Irttera to the front.'* 
“Outside of Germany these remark* 
might sound like the stock pltras' a 
of a professional agitator, but not 
an in Germany, at least not in the** 
days. I carefully watched for the 
effect of these remarks all about me, 
and I saw no pair of dry eyes. 

“One is reminded of the fact that 
our police arc weighing the bread, 
that tha butter is out of the market, 
that fat. meat and margarine have 
reached a price that is beyond the 
probable r« neh of the workingriiaii! 

“If her children's stomachs are 
empty it is hard for tlie wife not to 
mention the fart te her far-away 
soldier husband that it ia hard to 

R royide her children with food while 
e ia offering hia life for his country. 
But it is not found possible for your 
master* to prevail upon you to 'keep 
your mouths shut,' then they resort 
te s more practical means They have 
a very-simple means of stopping these 
annoying complaints. The Prussian 
censor is now supervising these let- 
ters of wives at home te their hns- 
banda at the front. They simply de 
not alUw this objectionable eorres- 
ponden<kuJ$^g<r through Poor and 
unfortunate German soldier f He de- 
aerv-a pity. 

“Kveryon* must keep hia or her 
mouth shut, for the war profiteers 
must make money out of the want 
and misery of the wives and their 
husband soldiers nt the front 
“By a lie the German workingman 
was forced into the war. and by like 
lie# they expect to induce him to go 
on with the war I" 

Dr. Lh-bnecht had scarcely finished 
this last sentence when aa tf by magi# 
a sudden excitement broke out. Near 
the apot where the doctor and hia 
friends had been standing the crowd* 
surged back and forth. The great 
multitude in the palace grounds had 
the appearance of an immense sea 
whose surface was every Inch covered 
with human ears, those of men and 
women.

trying to force the world to their 
ideas by means of ushow of bruta 1 . 
ity. The death of Captain Fryatt 
was brought about just for that 
reason, for in their fondest hopes 
the Germans, after all, dream of 
frightening, and not conquering 
the world into submission. From 
the standpoint of a good German 
this sort of thing is permissible, 
laudable in fact; they have no 
conception of the ordinary code 
of humanity which is based on 
humane consideration of one man 
toward a another; for the law of 
Justice and Right they have 
steeped themselves in the wis¬ 
dom of Blood and Iron. That is 
the only gospel they understand, 
and that is the gospel which has 
been inculated into their minds 
by their best writers and teach¬ 
ers for the past forty years, and 
those are the lines along which 
they want to war. It is their 
ideal. It is occurrences like this 
that remind us what the Empire 
is out to fight against, and it is a 
case of our ideals against those 
of the Kaiser and his clique. 
When we first went to war two 
years ago we did so with an 
ideal. That ideal has not dim- 
ished in any way. rather is it 
heightened in splendour and con¬ 
ception by the brutalities prac¬ 
ticed by our enemies.

I laborer* to mak* their home* br pref¬ 
erence in Alberta; and the rich agrt- 
cultural diatrict* capable of producing 
the foodstuifs (or million* of people. 
But although a* stated, manufactur¬ 
ing is pet in Us infancy, it has al¬ 
ready assumed *ome importance. The 
latest census returns show that 200 
manufacturing plants in the province, 
consuming raw material worth ten 
millions per year, and producing fin¬ 
ished products almost to the value of 
twenty million dollars. 

The fanner rosy not feel any dir¬ 
ect interest in lumbering, mining, or 
manufactunng. but those industries 
have a great bearing on his prosper¬ 
ity. nevertheless They consume a 
large proportion of his oats, hay, 
dairy products, etc., affording him 
the best of market*—the home mar¬ 
ket—and at the same time they supply 
him with lumber, fuel and certain 
lines of manufactured articles at less 
cost than he would otherwise pay. 
As their importance increases, tlieir 
beneficial effect on agriculture will 
increase in proportion. 

In 1909 Alberts stood eighth among 
the provinces of Canada in the matter 
of rail wav mileage Now she stands 
fifth, and except for some outlying 
districts, agricultural communities

FLORENCE WARDEN 


The Phenomenal Growth of Agricul¬ 
ture and Other Industrie* 

Big crops of wheat and. coarse grains 
at high prices; herds of beef cattle 
with live steers ranging up to $7.60 

r hundred weight; bogs at from ten 
eleven cents a |>ound; butu-r. 
cheese, milk and cream products con¬ 
stantly mounting- more farming and 
better farming, bigger crop# and big¬ 
ger prices—three In themselves are 
sufficient to explain Alberta's pros¬ 
perity. But the gTeat headway the 
province is making is better under¬ 
stood by making some simple com¬ 
parisons and a few conclusions. 

In 1906. ten years beiore last sea¬ 
son's crop--Alberta produced s total 
of 1,017.606 bushels of spring wheat, 
an average of a trills unucr *1 1-2 
bushels per acre. The winter wheat 
crop the same year was less than 
7(J0,000 bushels, and the total wheat 
crop about 2.200,000 bushels. In 1916 
tbs same province produced a wheat 
crop of 51,366.000 bushels, and the 
average wheat yield w*a almoat J3 
bushels to the acre, according to the 
Dominion government returns. 

Almost equally remarkable has 
been the development of other grain 
crops. In 1006 the oat crop was 9 .- 
600.000 bushels; in 1916, 107.741.000 
bushels. Barley in the same period 
has increased from 1,776,000 bushels 
to almost 7,000,000 bushels and flax 
from 8.337 bushels to 1,124.000 Tak¬ 
ing these four principal cereals the 
comparison is as follows. 

1906 crop—13.483,337 bushels. 

1916 crop—167,220.000 bushels. 

But these figures do not tell the 
whole story of crop nroduction. by 
any means Not or^p. haa Alberta 
demonstrated within the last ten 
years that she cau grow crops of 
wheat, oats, barley and flax unsur- 
paaaed on the continent, but she has 
also found that she can grow other 
crops which were not attempted' ten 
years ago, or which were grown in 
such small quantities that they did 
not figure in the returns. Among the 
crops so classed may be mentioned 
rye, which last year amounted to 
463,000 bushels, and alfalfa totalling 
in 1916 over 34.000 tons. Other cropa 
of importance were potatoes. 6.166,- 
000 bushels; turnips and other root 
crops. 1.366.000 bushels, mixed grains 
67,060 bushels, fodder oorn, 6,700 tons; 
hay and clover, 311,000 tons. 

But the permanent prosperity of 
Alberta Is not wholly dependent up¬ 
on its crops The district which is 
now Alberts was famous for its

As to the big 17-inch naval gun 
theory, that was soon exploded. The 
French bad found the position of the 
gun that was firing into Dunkirk and 
photographed it. It was found to ba 
not a naval gun at all. neither was it 
of 17-inch calibre. It was only a Ger¬ 
man 16-inch siege howitzer embedded 
in concrete and rigidly set at its max¬ 
imum elevation so that It could not 
be actually aimed, but merely firwd 
haphazard In the general direction 
of Dunkirk. Ita purpose was merely 
frightful neaa. People in French towns 
soon got used to these big shells, 
their effect soon wears off. and they 
do not cause so much damage after 
all as one would be led to suppose. 
Thus the theory of Mr. Douglas re¬ 
bounded on his own head. 

Common sense, aieo, would have 
told such experts that even if the 
Germans had ships armed with the 
17-inch naval guns, such monster 
pieces would onlv be handicaps. As 
guns vary according to the cube of 
tneir calibre, it can readily be figured 
out that a 17-inch gun would weigh 
about double the weight of the 16- 
inch gun. So at the most four 17- 
inch guns could only be mounted on 


a ship like the Queen Elizabeth, car¬ 
rying 17-inch guns. But owing to the 
curvature of the earth, the maximum 
rang* at sea is about 19 mile*. Now. 
theae 16-inch guns fir* extremely ef¬ 
fectively at such a range, and there

Submarines 

The destructive power of the sub¬ 
marine is gradually being broken bv 
plans that are the outcome of experi¬ 
ence and the careful study of the 
naval engineers attached to the Navy. 

Ilithrrto, it haa been common 
knowledge that the majority of ’traw¬ 
lers employed in the North Be* have 
bean provided with guns, and a lom 
of hand grenad* for emergencies at 
close grips with an enemy. The anti¬ 
submarine net. too. baa. it is be¬ 
lieved. accounted for aixty to seventy 
of the enemy's U-boats. 

There are other devices for check¬ 
mating Von Tirpits's machine for re¬ 
ducing tho British Navy to scrap iron, 
of which the public is still iu ignor¬ 
ance.
